claims individually having less than about 4.5% sulfone. A compound can not consist of more 
than one compound. 

B. In claims 51-52, line 1 , the term "Oxone" is indefinite because it is a trade name. 
Claims 23-24 are objected to because they are based on a rejected claim. Claims 1- 
15, 19, 21, 24, 29-60 are allowable. 

Response to Applicant's Remarks 
The applicant asserts that the use of the trade name OXONE is permissible in claims 
16-18, 20 and 35-38 because the source company for "OXONE" is fully disclosed in the 
original application, and the application clearly sets forth its identity. However^ \
